CHILDISH demonstration by a small group of youth- 
ful spectators was directed against the referee at 
Olympic Park last Sunday after the J.U.S.T.-Geelong 


match. 


The disturbance began four min- 
utes before full-time, when lines- 
man Lamb signalled a Geelong 
attacking move, which ended with 
the ball in the net from a well- 
placed drive, as offside. 

Bottles and stones were thrown 
at the linesman by supporters in 
the outfield; but after a trooper in- 
tervened, the match was completed. 

Geelong players took this and 
other setbacks with sportsmanlike 
good grace; but, as soon as fuil- 
time was signalled, about 100 
youths, a handful of the crowd of 
6,000 fans at the game, surged on 
to the field. Police escorted the

officials to the race-way, but lines- 
man Lamb was punched several 
times before reaching the shelter 
of the dressing-rooms. 

Twenty minutes later, after the 
main body of the crowd had left 
the park, half-a-dozen disgruntled 
supporters tried to break into the 
dressing rooms through a back 
door, and were restrained br uni- 
formed and mobile police who had 
arrived to help clear the ground. 

Two men who resisted the police 
were taken into custody, but the 
remainder of the crowd, several 
hundred spectators, showed their 
displeasure by jostling the police 
officers, enabling one of their pris- 
eners to escape across the car park. 

On Monday, John di Pietro, who 
described himself as a Geelong 
supporter, was convicted for having 
behayed offensively in a _ public 
place, and received the maximum 
sentence of one month’s imprison- 
ment.

“THIS MUST STOP! 


HE shameful antics of supporters who cannot’ or will not 
follow the example of their players in accepting the deci- 
sions of officials is always a deplorable sight. The manly way 
in which Geelong’s players accepted discouraging adversity. 
made the disturbance created by a small band of youths after 
last Sunday’s game seem even more idiotic than usual. 

Referees are ordinary men like ourselves. They go out, 
on to the pitch with only one idea in mind — to do their very 
best toward controlling the game as fairly and as impartially 
as is humanly possible. 

The man doesn’t live who can see everything that-takes 
place in a football match. There is not a man in existence 
who can interpret everything that-he does see instantly with- 
out ever making a mistake. And there has yet to be born the 
official who can make any one of his decisions agree with every 
one of the 6000 individual “decisions” of the “unofficial grand- 
stand referees.” = 

Tf referees continue to receive hostile treatment from ir- 
responsible spectators, we may yet see extreme and regret- 
table eventualities — a nasty incident in which an official, a 
player, or an innocent bystander is seriously hurt, or perhaps 
a mass resignation by referees. 

In any case, “Soccer News” suggests that it should be- 
come the required standard practice for players to form up 
after every match and escort officials from the pitch. 

And, incidentally, isn’t it queer how publicity channels, 
which ordinarily have neither time nor space for soccer, can 
find front page space for two days, editorial mention, and 
radio time on every news session for what was, after all, a 
minor disturbance at Olympic Park in which no damage or 
injury was caused? 

And isn’t it queer how the stupid antics of a small crowd 
of over-enthusiastic supporters becomes, in the Press liaison 
room at Police Headquarters, “a menacing crowd of 1000’? 

‘And no mention at all of the disapproving silence of the 
main body of 6000 peaceful soccer fans?

This is the third of a new series by a top referee which will iron out many 
_ of the tricky problems that occasionally trip up referees as well as spec- 
tators. This week he writes about the referee who “leans” on his linesmen, 


DON'T DO IT-- 


HOw often have you seen 

a referee, especially 
when a goal has been 
scored, give way to the 
pleas of the defending side, 
and go over to a linesman 
despite the fact that he, 
the referee, has been better 
placed to see if there has 
been an infringement or 
not? 

This. sort of thing is all too 
common. And, really, it does 
referees no credit. For by do- 
ing this, the referee is using his 
linesman as a “get out” and is 
not facing up to his responsi- 
bilities. 

Let me give you one case I 
saw. 5 

A player was brought down in 
the penalty area almost under 


the referee’s nose and immedi- 
ately the official awarded a pen- 
alty. Members of the defending 
side then surrounded him in pro- 
test and, as a result, the referee 
went over to consult the lines- 
man. 

And though he confirmed his 
decision that it’ was a penalty 
kick, I thought he could have 
left the linesman out of it. Be- 
ing right on the spot when the 
foul occurred, he should have 
accepted full responsibility and 
not attempted to place the onus 
on the linesman. 

Here the referee showed de- 
finite weakness. 

If there had been any doubt 
whatsoever, he should have con- 
sulted the linesman first. Hav- 
ing awarded the penalty kick, he 
showed only too clearly that he 
himself was perfectly satisfied. 

Now I turn to an incident in

another game, of which I have 
been told. .It appears the re- 
feree became entangled with the 
ball, promptly blew his whistle 
and restarted the game by drop- 
ping the ball. 

This is what my correspond- 
ent says: 

This, surely, is quite con- 
trary to football law. It has 
always been accepted that if 
the ball. strikes the referee 
and goes into the net the de- 
cision is a goal. Why should 
the referee stop the game like 
this? : 

Frankly, I agree with the re- 
feree, even though, strictly 
speaking, this correspondent’s 
statement may be correct. 


Nonsense! 


The referee, bear in mind, has 
full powers to use his discretion 
when faced with anything not 
expressly covered in the rules. 

It is a matter of opinion 
whether or not it is expressly 
“covered in the rules” that the 
referee should award a goal if 
the ball goes into the net off his 
person. ; 

But I take the view that it 
would be far more satisfactory 
if the referee acted ih the same 
manner as the one just referred 
to. 

I am glad to hear of a 
referee who has the courage of 
his convictions in refusing a 
side any advantage because 
the ball has been kicked 
against him. 

It is sheer nonsense to argue 
that a referee should not have 
the power to disallow a goal 
scored in such circumstances. 

Incidentally, it must be 20 
years since I heard of a case of 
a goal being scored in important 
football through the ball being 
diverted into the net by a re- 
feree.

Yet not 
one single item was voluntarily 
given to the Press. 

The Association’s publicity 
officer, who happens to write soc- 
cer for a daily newspaper, made 
17 telephone calls to clubs on 
Thursday and Friday, and failed to 
get a single word about who was 
injured or who would _ replace 
them, He received his first fac- 


_tual information at 6.30 p.m. on 


Friday night. 

. Compare this with mid-week 
pages of the same newspaper deal- 
ing with Rules football.
